NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The letter of Mrs. Edward Stern on the Judenhetze calls attention t° 
certain causes which she believes to have contributed to the “shame of Germany,” 
as the late Emperor Frederick styled the anti-Semitic agitation. Mrs. Stern’s 
intimate knowledge of the higher circles of society in Germany gives much 
weight to the jadgment she passes on her weak-kneed German coreligionists. 
The lesson is anold one, but cannot too often be enlarged upon. Weakness is 
from within, The consistency, the sincerity of tho “ hard shell ’’ Jew command 
more respect than the hypocrisy, the flabbiness of the Jew whois no Jew, a 
tile-waiter who is drowned by the waters upon which he vainly endeavours to 
float towards ahigher sphere of social distinction. 


We must not be too confident as tothe fatare. Just as the proverbial straW 
indicates the direction in which the wind blows, so does an announcement in the 
daily papers give an insight into the new German Emmpéror’s attitude 
towards his Jewish subjects. The late Emperor Frederick intended to 
wark his displeasure at General Count Waldersee’s support of the anti-Semitic 
movement in lending his house for a meeting convened by Herr Stécker, by 
trunsferring him toa military command in’ a provincial town. The new Emperor, 
whoattended the meeting at Count Waldersee’s residence, singles him out for 
distinction by appointing him one of the Ambassadors sent to the variovs 
Ruropean Courts for the purpose of notifying his accession to the 
throne, The fears prevailing among the Jews in Germany through the 
change of rulers are expressed in a letter which a well known communal worker 
it London has received from a Professor at one of the Universities, who writes 
thit he trembles for the future of the Jews.

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System, Dr. Hermann Adler remarked that at this juncture zealous ministers 
were more than ever necessary. The observation is true enough. The careful 
scratiny to which the Kast End Jews are being subjected by tho public eye at 
the present moment is by no means an unmixed evil. The Jowish poor, being 
human, are not perfect : and, though the portraits which are drawn of them by 
the perfervid imagination of Mr. Arnold White and his fellow agitators are 
pbviously exaggerated, they may serve a good purpose by directing attention to 
real defects and thus paving the way for their eradication. But if so desirable 
an improvement is to be effected the initiative must come from sources outside 
the poor themselves. Tho communal problem of the hour is how to assimilate 
the foreign Jews of the East End to tho rest of the population. 


The moral effect produced by the labours of the Visitors among the poor, 
both lay and cleric, has unquestionably been considerable, But the timo has 
come for supplementing those efforts. An occasional visit to the homo of the 
poor man—and, owing to the magaitude of the work and the paucity of the 
workers it can only be occasional-—may put some good ideas in his mind which 
will bear fruit. But these ideas need strengthening again and again and under 
conditions more impressive than are to be found in mere quiet conversation on & 
man’s hearthstone, It is here that the Synagogue may be of enormous service. 
The bulk of the Jewish working classes are synagogue-goers. Why should not the 
lessons of cleanliness, and integrity and thrift, of industry, and trathfulness and 
“ civism,” which the Visitor dexterously weaves into his talk in the homes of the — 
poor, be made the subject of earnest addresses to the congregations that 


crowd the Chevras? The traths thus taught would derive increased force from 


the associations of the place in which they were uttered. and they would find — 
their way simultaneously to many minds instead of to one mind only. If thy — 
Federation of Minor Synagogues leads to such a result it will have amply justified 

itself. 


Tae difficulty, of course, will bo to find preachers for the Chevras. The 
various synagogues who have preachers of their own are naturally unwilling to 
let them go to the East End if the result be that their own pulpits are freqaeatly 
silent. Bat an organised system of concession on the part of sucn sympathisers 
will have to be established if the East End masses are to be reached. Nor need 
the concession be so great as it seems. A band of students is being trained at 
Jews’ College for ministerial furctions. Why should not their services be 
utilised at the Chevras? Such an arrangement would be donbly advantageous, 
bringing to bear, as it would, the much needed moral influence upon the working 
classes, and supplying the students at the same timo with excellent practical 
training in the work of their profession. The students are very properly 
encouraged to deliver occasional sermons in the larger synagogues. They should 
be also required to minister regularly in the Chevras, where their ministrations 
would in still greater measure “ be twice blessed, blessing him that gives and 
him that takes.” Finally, the moral and spiritual need of that not inconsiderable 
section of the poor who do not attend a place of worship onght to be taken into 
more earnest consideratien. For these a service ought to be established, and 
means contrived for attracting them to it. Recent discussions have thrown a 
useful flood of light upon the condition of the East End Jews ; and unless the 
community is to prove unfaithful to its traditions it will take to heart the lessons 
those discussions have taught, and resolutely set about giving effect to them.

The deceased left in his will very precise 
instructions as to his Tahara and burial ; such as sprinkling the body with earth 
from the Holy Land, the recital of Psalms whilst circuits round the mony were 
made, &c. Mr. Ansell was a well-known figure at the Great Synagogue in former 
days, and in later years at the Bayswater Synagogue, where he was a constant 
attendant at all the services, He was a quiet gentle spirit, pious to the extreme, 
and his piety was an unobtrusive as it was evidently sincere.—T2"S.0N. 


DEATH oF Mr, IanAce Pick,—Mr. Ignace Pick, of Christopher Street, Fins- 
pury, died on Wednesday night. The deceased was a native of Galicia, and

Sticker, the notorious Court Chaplain, 
has been removed from Berlin, the centre of his activity, and the contending 
parties have some breathing time given tothem. Let us now , therefore, examine | 
the causes which gave rise to the curious phenomenon of a civilised people 
daring to indulge in a persecution worthy of the middle ages, The Germans 
act under cover of so-called patriotism, which disguises their envy of their 
fnore practical and therefore more prosperous, Jewish brethren. For the last 
few years it is an open secret that the late Emperor William was unable to take 
part in public affairs, and bis personality was used as a figure-head to cloak the 
uoscrupulous designs of others. The anti Semitic movement could never have 
gathered strength without tho tacit approval of Prince Bisinarck, who sways the 
destinies of the German nation. It could not exist for any length of time if the 
Iron Chancellor deigned to crash it. The reasons of this approval are not 
difficult to divine when we call to mind that the Jews are the champions of 
liberty. The whole press in modern Germany is in their hands, and although 
Prince Bismarck affects to despise this influence it is both pewerful and wide- 
spread. The doctrines of Ferdinand Lassalle are those of the modern Socialist, 
and even in Parliament the Jews have proved formidable foes. Edward Lasker 
and the Fortschritts Partei have shown in the last few years that there were still 
mon in Germany inbued with the spirit of freedom, who would not bow down to 
the imperious will of the great statesman. A race which can point proudly back to 
a descent of two thousand years and which, on being threatened with a loss of 
independence by a king of their owc choice exclaimed: To thy tents ! Oh 
Israel !—is not likely tamely to submit to despotism. There is still another 
cause for anti-Semitism, and one less flattering to the Germans. I allude to the 
envy of Jewish wealth. The official classes in Germany are miscrably paid and 
have to struggle against furious competition. The cry of Germany for the 
Germans simply means that they are hungering for Jewish gold, for the poor 
Jew excites very little prejudice. The consequence of this outcry has been that 
the weak-kneed in faith among the Jews have had recourse to baptism as a 
safeguard. Poor shortsighted fools! it is the old fable of the wolf and the 
lamb. If they flung their gold among the multitude the method might be effica- 
cious, but a few drops of water on their brow will not remove the stigma. Some of 
the Semites, held back by some lingering superstition from renouncing the God of 
Israel, have their children baptised. It is diflicult to imagine what advantages will 
be gained by this act. Ambitious parents of Jewish daughters have never found any 
difficulty io negotiating a marriage with ruined German noblemen. A few months 
azo a wealthy financier of Berlin had his daughter sent back to him by her aristo- 
cratic husband after a short honeymoon ; but report does not state that the ample 
marriige portion was returned likewise. A marriage lately celebrated in 
church io Berlin was distinguished by the fact of both the contracting parties 
being baptised Jews, and the ceremony was attended by numerous coreligionists, 
_ for the upper classes in Berlin and Hamburg are ashamed of their race and 
faith. They cheerfully renounce both for the coveted distinction of mixing in 
German oflicial society and being on intimate terms with other converts. These 
have frequently—Oh rare distinction—been baptized a generation or two further 
back. No permanent injury to the Jewish race is likely to ensue.from the 
actions of these contemptible beings, who richly deserve to be held up to scorn 
and ridicule, The taainstay of Judaism, the iniddle and lower classes, do not 
barter their inheritance for a mess of pottage ; but will transmit to generations 
yet unborn those qualities of energy, perseverance, sobriety and thrift, which 
hive made the Semitic race the wonder of the civilized world. These qualities 
bave enabled them to undergo persecutions in the past compared to which the 
present Judenhetze is a passing cloud. Centuries of doubt and distrast have 
not conquered a people endowed with such striking vitality. Let the Jews of 
Germany prove true to themselves, and they can afford to laugh at their foes, 
The real danger comes from within not without, and they need not follow their 
fickle leaders dowa to the waters of baptism like sheep their shepherd. There 
are already faint streaks in the German horizon which presage the dawn of 
civil and religious toleration. Those who have passed safely through the ordeal 
of oppression can look with scorn on the deserters of their faith, who have gone 
over to the enemy’s camp, and who find themselves equally distrusted and 
secretly disliked by both Jews and Christians.

Sik,—If we who call ourselves Jews are to accept Mr, Alfred G. Henriques’

[now propose, Looking the other day at the columns of our able Jewish orgaa— 
the Jewish Chronicle—I find an account of a visit paid soure time ago by the Empress 
Victoria to Liine! erg. During that visit she inquired of the Burgomaster whether 
all sections of thecommunity lived together in harmony, and when he told her that 
it was 89, the expressed her greatest satisfactionacd added that “ the anti-Ssmiti> 
sgitation is repugnant to my feelings and to those of my husband.” Under the cir- 
comstances I am sure there is something like a deep personal feeling in the address | 
of condolence which I now ask you to vote. . 

Sir Jonn Simon. M.P., seconded the motion, and said thatall hearts must have been 
touched with the evdurance exhibited in his painful illness by the late Emperor. 
He was a wan of large heart and generous views, and especially in the matter of 
the anti-Semitic agitation showed his detestation of that movement and his sympathy 
with the Jewish race. With regard to the Emprees, she was a daughter of our own 
Royal House, and showed herself worthy of her royal mother, The whole Jewish 
community felt mest deeply with her in her lcs. 

The vote of condolence was agreed to unanimously, 

The CHAIRMAN then rose and sid: It now becom's my duty to make youa 
shot statement in moving the adoption of the Annual Report and Balance Sheet. 
Before I do so, I will mention that I have received a letter from M. Loeb, of the 
Alliance Israéiite of Paris, regretting that he cannot be preseot at our merting, and 
expressing his sen'iments of profound sympatby with our Association. I have now 
to sketch briefly the substance of the Annual Report and to rtate to you the position of 
the Anglo Jewish Association at tke present time. As usnal the Report commenc:s 
with the losses which the Jewish community has sustained through death. The Coun- 


cil has had to deplore the loss of Baron de Stern, Mr. I, E. Kann (Hon. Sec, of the 


Alliance Israclite), and M, Alexander Sidi, President of the Alliance Committee in 
Smyrna, I desire to express the condolence of the whole Associa'ion with the 
relatives of these gertlemen. I need not refer at length to the addresses of welcome 
which we prereated during tha year. I have already spoken of them. But I have 
to say something upon the present condition acd fature prospects of this Associa- 
tion, You will remember shortly after I acceptei the office of President of the 
Association to my great regret its financial condition lo: ked almost hopeless, The 
amount of support was not commensurate with the great work which we had 
undertaken. But I thought the moment had arrived when some active exertion 
should be taken in order to improve its condition and prospects, and I ventured to 
propose the holding of a Dinner, which was a great success, Sivee that time there 
has been a great improvement in the condition and prospects of the Association, 
and last year orgavising Committees were established which underto k the duty of 
promoting its interest among the large Jewish population of this city. I may say 
with satisfaction that the results are already worthy of theefforts which have been 
made, Mr. Claude Montefiore, whose absence through illness I much regret, under- 
took to organise Committees in the Northern and Western districts. Sir John Simon, 
whose great abilities are always at the service of the Association, presided over the 
meeting held in Highbury, and the result of the endeavours of the North London 
Committer,and par icularl v of its energetic Chairman and Hon. Secre‘ary, the Rev. If. 
Gollancz, to whom due thanks are recorded inthe Annual Report, is that 140 members 
have been added to the list of supporters of the Anglo Jewi-h Association, Again 
\a the Western district, Mr. F. D, Mocatta, who has done so much for the Jewish 
‘ause, aided by the Rev. Mr. Singer, held a mst successful meeting. Mr. Mozatta 
undertcok to deliver a lecture on the position occupied by the Jews in different 
peris of the world, That lecture, delivered in inclement weather t» an audience of 
over O{%) persons, was worthy of the reputation of the author. The Council have 
thought it right to ask Mr, Mocatta’s permission to print his lecture, and it will be 
found in the Annual Report, with a map appended showing approximately the 
relative density of the Jewish population ‘in Europe. The same spirit of progress has 
Seen shown among the Branches. While speaking of the Branches, I am glad to see 
present the Hon, Michael Solomon, of Jamaica. The result of the efforts to which 
I have alluded has been very considerable, and we owe a great debt of gratitude to 
the Secretary, the Rey, A, Liwy, who has paid several visita to the provinces to 
“set In promoting the work of the Association. Our income fron London 
in 1886 was £541, whereas in the past year it was £786. The income from 
the branches has increasel from £601 to £836, and the total number of 
ae in London has increased fron 826 to 1056 durimg the past year.

however, the number of foreign Jews 
increased so rapidly all over South Russia that the Government felt itself mee led 


to put, if not a complete, at Jeast a partial, stop to the influx, and the verious 
Governor-Generals and Governors were ordered to carry into effect the law 
of 1857. The Jews already form one-third of the pulation of the towns 
and villsges in South Russia, and in some places, for instance, Berdicheff 
and Mobileff, the entire inhabitants are said to be of Jewish extraction.” 
The Chairman continuing, stated that from a telegram which appeared 
recently in the Daily News, 600 families were expelled from Odessa, and added that 
the Conjoint Committee will do all in their power, but they do mot see much 
prospect at presentof inducing the Russian authorities to withdraw the edicts of 
expulsion, Restraints are placed upon the Jewish population. Kvery impediment 
is put in their way in the matter of education, and only a very small percentage 
are allowed to attend the universities, colleges, or public schools. I regret this all 
the more as one of the excelent charac’ eristics of the Jewieh race is its desire for 
knowledge, its thirst for education, We have to look for some amelioration of the 


condition of the Jews in Russia from the Pahlen Commission, We see trom the > 


press that that commission is shortly to send in its report. Iam not in a position 
to give you any authoritative statement, but I do hope that it may be pro- 
ductive of some advantage to the unhappy Jews of that country. To turn from 
Russia to Roumania: I will not detain you long on this point, and I am glai to 
be able to give you a more satisfactory statement. In Roumania, there has been 
a considerable improvement in the condition of the Jews since the fall of the Bratiano 
ministry. The present Government og 44 to be guided by men of more enlightened 
views, and the result already has been that in at least one respect, they have done 
a member of this Association justice by recalling the decree of expulsion against 
the Rev, Dr. Gaster.

his remarks, the Chairman said the whole position of the Jews in Roumania is now 
full of promise. I donot believe there isany enmity between them and the Rou- 
manian people. It is perfectly obvious they are regarded with patience and in some 


respects with esteem, and I trust that in future Roumania wili not occupy such a | 


sad page in Jewish history. I come now to Persia. You may have seen in the 
English newspapers the decree of the Shah affording protection, and guaranteeing 
civil and religious equality to all of His Majesty's subjects. Thia is in acoordance 
with the promise made in 1873 upon the application of the Anglo-Jewish Associe- 


tion, and we must be well content to see itcontinued. With regard to Morocco, I - 
_do not propose to go into the Attiasand Tourgeman cases ab ‘ut which you have read 


in the Jewish Chronicle. Much is to be sa'd on both sides, and the matter has 
received the atteotion of the Conjoint Committeé and especially of Sir John Simon. 
both in the House of Commons and out of it. It has been decidel not to make 
further representations to our Government because in every instance we wish to 
be quite certain of the rights and position of every case in which we embark, 
Much remains to be desired regarding the condition of the Jews in Morocco, 
There was a talk last year of holding a Conference at Madrid on the affairs 
of the Jews in that country, Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C,, whose recent bereavement we 
all so deeply deplore, and Sir John Simon, had on behalf of the Board of 
Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish A+sociation asked Her Majesty's Government to 


bring the condition of the Jews aad the disabilities under which they 


suffer under the notice of the Conference, With regard to the arrival 
of foreign Jews in Palestine, immigrants have had great impediments thrown in 
their way. They were only allow: d to reman one month in that o untry. In conse- 
quence of the exertions of the Covjoint Committee this period has been extended 
t» three months. That is the utmost that could be obtained, but it is certain. S» 
much for the foreign part of our work. Now, I come to the more cheerful and 
more satisfactory portion, You will all agree with me that the future prosperity 
of the Jewish population in countries not so civilized as our own depends upon 
education, If we can give them the advantages of education no work will reflect more 
credit on the Association than work dynein this dir: ction. We were able last year to 
contribute £1,360 to schools in different parts of the East. The account of the 
progress of the schools and the number of tcholars, which you will fiad mentioned 
in the report, are most encouraging. Last year Sir Poilip Magnus pointed out to 
you the advantage of technical education. In England it is hardly necessary to do 
+0, because the attention of the pe »ple has been drawn to the subject. The evidence 


given before the Sweating Committea thows us how necessary it is for us t) do all 


that lies in our power t promote technical education not only in England, bot in all 
parts of the world, and the natural abilities which charact ri-e our people makes 
the outlook far from despouden'. The soil is go ad; it only requires to be stirred 
to develop it. We had hoped that the Education Fuad woull have reach d 
the sum of, £10,000. and when I s1y that until it does arrive at that sum cur exe - 
tions are limited, Ithink I shall have poicted ous a duty which lies upou the 
Jewish community. I must especially refer to the want of education for girls, 
There are girls’ schools in Constantinople and Jerusalem, The on» in Jerusalem 
was established by the late lameut:d Baroness Lionel de Rothschild, and is now 
supposed to be administered,by repr: sentatives of her family, I do trast that thet 
school may be improved and that a larger number of Jewish girls in Jerusalem may 
receive a proper education. The Jewish popula ion in ull parts of the world om do 
much, and writers of newspapers in the East have been encouraged to assist the 
Association in achieving this objec”. That is the rum end substance of the work 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association duriog the past year. We have, I think | may 
say, done nothing brillant, but we have done our beet for the sacred cause we have 
undertaken. Many gentlemen, notably, Mr. B. Kish, the Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, Mr. F. D, Mocatta and oth-rs, have devoted Ubeir time and abilities 
to this great cause, aud I am satisfied that any help you can give, whether it a 
personal assistance or pecuniary aid, is thoronghly deserve’. I think the pre = 
the Anglo-Jewish Association is full of promis, that the efforts we have ry th 
stay the persecator’s hand have been in many cases successful, whereas on t rs er 
side educition has produced sati-factory results ant contsins the seeds 
prosperity and advancement, It is with feelings of no small certainty t A say 
that the Association is still cal‘ed upon to do, and is doing, very good work. ( a 
Sir JoHN SimMoON said: Iquite joinin the confidence expreseed by Bir 
Goldsmid in his closing remarks, 1 have never doubt -d there was great work for 
the Association, and I think there is in store a very prowisirg future for us. Duriog 
several years the accession to our ranks was very slow and our finances were 10t 


flourishing. But the agitation which has been set up to enlist pablic sympathy 


itp our cause has produced a considerable accession to our finances. That acce-sion 
what it should be.

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assert the rights of their brethren in all parts of the world, Itis the caute of 
Judaism throughout the world, and the cause of knowledge, and every person 
should aid with his or her practical sympathy. What is the amonnt of subscrip- 
tion? Ss, a year, Supposing only half the number of Jews in this country sub- 
scribed, look what an income it would produce, and we ought to arrive at.sucha 
sonstitnmation, Our numbers should be reckoned by thousands and tens of thou- 
rands, At this moment schools are required in certain parts of the East. It has 
hitherto been the practice of the Association not to found schools, but to assist in 
supporting them, and the reason is obvious. It would be unwise to encourage 
apathy aud let the people know that we are come to do what they ought todo for 
themselves. Only think what a power we should have if the Education Fund 
reached the sum of £10,000. If we had that sum we could start schools in places 
where the people were willing to found them, but have not the means. I hope that 
we shall be able to raise this Fund in order that we may be able to subsidise, and 
where required, to found schools. In his remarks, the Chairman has referred to 
the education of girls, Nothing can be more important than this, that those who 
are to be the future mothers in Israel should be educated. In Alexandria there is no 
girls’ sohool, and girls have either to have recourse to the missionary schools or go with- 
out education altogether. At present the Jewesses act as waitresses in the restaurants 
in that city. They are not fitted for anything else, and it is:in this capacity you see 
the young Jewesses earning their livelihood with a certain doom and fate awaiting 
them, With regard to Russia, the expulsion of the so-called foreign Jews is a mere 
subterfuge, and it is to encourage a bitter hatred of the Jews whom they have 
degraded for centuries. I separate the Russian people from the Russian Govern- 
ment. The Russian people are warm-hearted and kindly disposed. Not so their 
Governors, From the top to the bottom, from the head to the foot, they are a 
mass of corruption. Out of sixty provinces in Russia, the Jews are allowed to 
reside in only sixteen. You have one half of the Jewish race throughout the world 
—three and a half millions of people—confined in this comparatively small area. 
They prey upon opeanother. They become indigent paupers in the extreme, and when 
it is no longer possible for them to remain in the area prescribed to them they are 
obliged to have recourse to forbidden ground. Here they are only allowed to remain by 
bribery and from the Governor down to the meanest policeman each receives his bribe, 
and when they fancy they can get no more out of the poor Jews, they get a decree 
ordering them out of the boundary. The work of Prince Demidoff, which has been 
translated into English by Mr. H. Guedalla will give you an enormous insight 
into the condition of the Jews in relation to the laws of Russia, and it gives it 
te you on an authority whichisindisputable. With regard to Roumania—I like to 
be hopeful, I never take a pessimistic view ofa question if J can help it. I shall 
wait for proof before I become over sanguine. I canonly hopethat the persecution 
on the part of the Governmentof Roumania will die out as it has done in other coun- 
tries. We were expelled from Spain, It took the Government of that country 400 years 
toiuvite our return, You hear of Jews following degraded callings, I+ is notin 
the nature of the Jews to follow degraded trades, If you see a man in the 
streets hawking for clothes, his son will not be content to follow in the 
same line, We are a pashing people, and this is one of the secrets of the jealousy. 
Give a Jew a fair start, and he will show you what he can do. The late 
Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, a man not sufficiently appreciated in his 
time, had worked hard to obtain the higher education for Jews in 
this country, University College had turned out some of the most distinguished 
men in the country, including a Master of the Rolls. We have made wonderful 
strides in England during the last fifty years, and so would Jews in other countries 
if they had thechance. Of course prejndice will exist; it requires a long time to 
wear it down. I have faith in the ultimate enlightenment of Roumania, and the 
improved condition of the Jews in that country. Morocco we know is a barbarous 
country. In 1860 the Sultan gave to Sir Moses Montefiore a firman granting 
religious liberty to his Jewish subjects, But we know corruption exists throughout 
the whole of the Government of that country. It permeates and goes through from 
the highest to the lowest officials. I agree with the decision arrived at of not 
pursuing further the Attias case but to leave the matter where it is now. I confess 
ww you my heart is so warm on this subject that I cin never address a body of my: 
co-religionists upon it without saying what I think upon the state of things now, 
and what we hope may Se the condition hereafter. We have embarked in a great 
work. We have joined with our brethren throughout the world, We have established 
a sort of electric band around the earth's surface, so thatif in any part of the worlda 
wrong 18 done to out brethren the effect of that wrong is felt here. Is it nota noble 
thing ; is it not a grand idea that the millions of Jews disperse1 throughout the 
world, withoat a country to call their own, living at the mercy of this or that one, 
yranted privileges hore and denied common humanities there, that we shou!d still 
preserve our nationa'ity? It is a noble idea, and it was this noble idea that the late 
Dr, Benisch endeavoured to bring to a definite issue, and I trust that we shall our- 
selves see the best result of the cause we have taken up. As I have said in my 
opening remarks, this is a matter that concernsevery Jew—man, woman, and child ; 
it is the cause of each and all of us. (Cheers),

He noticed that an 
endeavour was mide to teach the children to understand, and by understanding to 
respect, the religion of their fathers, Children in the Bist grew up in practices of 
superstition, and the efforts of the teachers employed in the Association schools 
were to give these children an enlightened view of their religion, so that when they 
yyot older they might respect it and conform to it. EnadJeavours were also made to 
teach the children the lauguage of the country in which the schoo's were situated 
to that they might b: abe when called upon to do so, perform the duties of 
citizenship which they naturally desired to discharge. Tho effect of the teaching 
was to break down the barriers which had hithe:to separated the Jewish children 
of those countries from the rest of the population, He noted with pleasure that 
very great efforts were being made to educate the girls of these conmunities in the 
East. Tois was a very important step in alvance. The girls became the mothers 
of the rising generation, and would be likely to bring up their children to be very 
mech better educated than they themselves had been. The cultivation of a taste 
for manual labour was of great advantage in enabling the childrea when they left 
school, more easily to earn their own living in honourable occupations, and in occu-

" Dr, A. ASHER, Secretary to the United Synagogue, was called, and said that the 
Tnited Synagogue dealt with the funerals of all the Jews in the East End, with the 
tion of the Portuguese Jews, who scarcely touched the question before the 
Cmanities In the year 1882 there were 96 “charity” funerals of persons above 10 
rs of age, and taking the death rate as 20 in the thousand, which was in excess of 
the general death rate above the age of 20, that number would give 4,800 as the 
number of Jews of this class in London over 10.3 The test of investigatiors into the 
applications for charity funerals was not very severe, as they cost comparatively 
large sums of money. The persons who applied for charity funerals did not by any 
means represent paupers, they were poor people whoin many’ cases had never accepted 
any charity, other than the funerals for their relatives, In 1883 the number of 


charity fanerals of persons over 10 were 110, that number multiplied by 50 gave the - 


number of persons of the class buried by charity as 5,500, In 1884 the number was 
126, giving 6,800-persons, in 1885, 134 or 6,700 persoas, in 1536, 143 or 7,150 persons, 
and in 1887, 150 or 7,500 persons, Taking the average of the total number of funerals 
between 1882 to 1887 it would prove that the numb»r of the foregoing class of per- 
sons for 1880 were 5,700 and 1881, 6,200, The investigations into the circumstances 
of persons making application for Passover bread were more searching than in the 
case of funerals. The average allowed to each family was 20lbs. The Passover 
bread was not given to those persons who could have afforded to bave bought for 
themselves by putiing trifling sums away. The quantities distributed for the past 
nine years were as follows : | 


1880, 54,552 Lbs, 1883. 47,697 lbs, 1886. 44,792 lbs, 
1881, 42,889 Ibs, 1884, 45,653 Ibs. 1887, 41,474 lbs, 
1882, 45,761 Lbs, 1885, 41,585 Ibs, 1888, 39,847 lbs. 


Taking the total for 1888 in round numbers as 40,000, and averaging 20lbs. to each 
family, it would give the total number of 2,000 families, mainly Russian and Polish 
Jews in London, and assuming five to a family, it would show, men, women and 
children, 10,000 of this class. The statistics showed that there were 7,500 persons 
over 10 of the class who applied for charity funerals and 6,000 of the recipients of 
Passover bread, 

By the CHAIRMAN : Althongh there were many small Jewish charities, he con- 
sidered that allof the pauper class applied to the Jewish Board of Guardians. In 
some years there was a marked decrease in the quantity of Passover bread distri- 


buted, The authorities were not so strict when the cost was 5d. per lb., as when it 
was only 3d, 


By Mr. SAMUEL MonTAGU: The statistics of the funerals included all Jewish 


deaths in public institutions and within thirty miles of London. In 1887 there were 
!) charity funerals from hospitals and public ins‘itutions out of a total of 150. Only 
one body was buried in each grave and the funerals were alike for rich and poor 
except in the number of coaches. The total number of funerals among the Portu- 
guese Jews for 1887 was 62 for rich and poor including still births, The Western 
Synagogue and West London Synagogue did not bury the poor. 

Mr. HERMAN LANDAU, who was then called, said, replying to questions from 
Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, that the present premises of the Poor Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter in Leman Street. were opened to supersede a very insanitary shelter in 
Church Lane, Whitechapel. He believed that 80 per cent. of the people who found 
their way to the Shelter were bound for America, At Hamburg the shipping agents 
alter taking as much as they could extract from the travellers, recommended them 
‘0 proceed to America vid London, At the Shelter the poor Russian and Polish 
lumgrants, unrecognised by their own country, were properly advised and directed 
either to proceed to America, or where the interest of the immigrant seemed best

The average wage was about £1 20a, ; he knew of one 
case where £3 103. per week was earned. He would not assert that the slop clothes, 
boot and shoe trades were Jewish monopolies, but if it were not for Jewish cheap 
labour they would probably go to Germany. | 

By Mr. LowrHer: He had no doubt of the truth of the stories of the people 
who stated at the Shelter that they had been robbed. He personally investigated 
many ca-es and found the statements correct, He knew that these poople really 
were on tha way to America because he often read the letters they received from 
abroad which invariably corroborated their statements.

THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


Last Sunday the Anglo-Jewish Association gave to the Jewish public an 
account of its year’s doings. These have been sufficiently varied and 
important to merit all the congratulations that were given to the Associa- 
tion at the meeting. Since the Anglo-Jewish Association has turned its 
attention more to preventive than remedial measures, there has been a marked 
increase in the support it is receiving from the community. 

it is eminently satisfactory to find that the financial condition of the 
Association is sufficiently well established to ensure the continuance of its 


-efficiency. Last year’s dinner was so successful as to ensure the smooth 


working of the Institution for some time to come. While it was living 
from hand to mouth it was not possible to take in hand any work requiring 
much expenditure, or even which involved its continuous existence. The 
leaders now assured of this, they may launch out more boldly than they 
have hitherto done in the great work of the amelioration of the social condi- 
tion of the oppressed members of the Jewish race who, alas, still form the 
great majority of Jews. | | eae 
We have said that the Anglo-Jewish Association is now devoting itself 
more to preventive than to remedial measures, This statement may need some 
development and elucidation. The oppression of the Jows may be chronic 
and systematic as in Russia, or it may be accidental and spasmodic as in 


Germany, or it may be both as in Roumania and Morocco. Now it is 


chiefly for sudden outbursts of anti-Semitic fury that help seems 
pressingly neeled. Here we have cases of direct and _ practical 
wong which can be defined and to some extent estimated. In 
auch cases the action of the Association and similar bodies can 
be remedial in the sense of seeking compensation for past wrong or protec- 
tion agaiust analogous evils in the immediate future. But the good effect 
of such remedial measures is greatly limited. They apply only to the 


Immediate cases and can only be obtained from small states. 


It is with the more systematic oppression of our brethren abroad that 
our most anxious cares are concerned. The restrictions on the most elemen- 


tary rights which are placed upon the Jews in Russia and Roumania are the- 


cause of most of the perplexing problems of the Jews. Yet little 


can be done immediately by the Association for the Jews of Russia. The 


Czar is too powerful for any pressure to be brought to induce him to change 
his views on the subject. The Russian Jews must work out their own 
salvation, This fact reduces the field of operation of the Anglo-Jewish 


Association to a considerable extent, but, as it happens, by reducing its - 


extent it has made it the more definite. . 

The countries where the Association’s action can be effective are chiefly 
those of the Levant. Here at first it confined itself to what we have termed 
remedial measures, getting compensation for injuries unjustly inflicted and the

THE SWEATING SYSTEM.

THE EVIDENCE OF DR, H, ADLER. 


On Friday last a meeting of the Select Committee of the House of Lords on the 
Sweating System was held, the Earl of Dunraven in the chair. 

The first witness called was the Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER, Delegate Chief 
Rabbi, who said, replying to the Chairman, that he was brought into close contact 
with the Jewish population of East London. Referring to the statement in Mr. 
Burnett's report—“ Dr. Hermann Adler sorrowfully admits that the social evil now 
prevails in the Jewish community, which had always been free from it before until 
the continued influx of foreign Jewesses, unable to find work, caused many to be 
driven on to the streets,’’—was a comment upon a letter addressed to the Pall Mall 
Gazette on March 10th, 1887, and he weot on to say, that with a view of checking 
that evil some charitable Jewish Jadies had formed an association for preventive 
and rescue work. The experience now gained enabled him to say that when foreign 
Jewish girls led an immoral life here, and their proportion was bappily very small, 
it was not that they were driven to that course by actual want, but that they had 
already fallen in their own country, or because on their arrival here they were 
inveigled into low coffee houses connected with houses of ill-repute. That evil was 
now in a great measure checked by sending an officer to await the arrival of every 
steamer from the northern ports, whose duty it was to take charge of friendless 
girls, to place them in a respectable lodging house supervised by a matron, where 
they paid for their own maintenance, and if possible work was found for them, 
There were only eleven girls in the Rescue Home. He would read a memorandam 
on some points connected with the Sweating System. The memorandum 
stated that his acquaintance with the Jewish poor dated from his earliest years, In 
1879 he became a member of the Committee of the Jewish Association for the 
Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, and in that capacity he visited the working 
classes in the East Eod, ani still continued these duties when elected minister of 
the Bayswater Synagogue in 1864. In 1879 owing to his father's advancing years 
and failing health he was appointed Delegate Chief Rabbi, and since that time his 
opportunities for becoming acquainted with the moral and material condition of the 
Jewish poor had been greatly increased. The office of the Chief Rabbi was situated 
close to the district inhabited by the poor, who frequevtly came to him for counsel in 
theirdifficulties. He had been frequently called upon to arbitrate in disputes arising 
between employersand workmen, and tothe best of his recollection no disputes as to 
lowness of wages ever came before his notice until that agitation had commenced. He 
had visited the workshops of many tailors and boot finishers, and in most cases the 
rooms were small and ill-ventilated, but the sanitary appliances were not deficient, 
thanks to the vigilance of the Sanitary Committee of the. Jewish Board of Guar- 
dians. Tne hours of work were usually long, especially in the boot trade, 18 hours 
being regarded as an ordinary days’ work in that trade. Sometimes when 
orders were pressing they toiled on right through Thursday night to Friday evening, 
scarcely giving themselves the requisite leisure to eat a proper meal, It had been 
alleged that the Sweating System was entirely due to the immigration of pauper 
foreigners. That might be the case in respect to certain trades, bat in a considerable 
number it was well-known that foreigners were not employed. Even in re+pect to 
tailoring, certain evils of the system prevailed more than 40 years ago and were 
denounced by Canon Kingsley. As far as his observations woald allow him to 
judge, the system was due to commercial competition, consequent on merchants 
and shippers ceasing to deal with the large warehouses where fair living prices 
were paid, and going direct to small manufacturers who employed sweaters, and 
whose prices were governed rather by a desire to get orders than to doa business 
that would give everyone a fair and legimate profit, . He admitted that the influx of 
Russian and Polish Jews had increased since 1482, but that ioflow might be likened 
to a drop in the London ocean. The statistics which could be furnished by the Unit d 
Synagogae wou'd proveit. He could ooniieny assert that the immigration was not 
owing to any agency or organisation that inv ted the poor Jews to this country, as 


have been suggested to that Committee, but they came here, having be n ex- 
vetted tone the towns which they had inhabited all their lives, and to escape 
oppression in the form of restrictive laws and enactments that prevented them 
from earning a subsistence. A little while ago a native of Russia, a man of high 
intelicet came here, one of the 400 families that had been forced to leave Moscow 


within three days, Another refugee had been deprived of the right he had long 
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joyed og a restaurant at a railway station. In 1885 a number of Russian 
in Germany, were ordered to. leave that countr He was 
in continual correspondence with the leading Rabbis of Russia, and did not fail 


‘to point out to them that the streets of London were not paved with gold but 


were watered with the tears of those who sought bread and did not find it.. He 
was deeply pained to learn from the evidence given by the Rev. Dr. Billing, 
Bishop-Designate of Bedford, on the previous Friday, that he entertained so un- 
favourable a view of the general moral condition of the bulk of the Jewish 
working classes, He had the deepest regard for the rector of Spitalfields, and 
willingly testified to the kindness he had on many occasions shown to the Jewish 
poor. He felt sure that the Rector of Spitalfields would not willingly malign the 
poor Jews, but he must state that the experience of those who were intimately 
acquainted with the Jewish poor did not bear out the grave imputations of Dr. 
Billing. He admitted that the Russian and Polish Jew was, on his arrival, not 
sufficiently clean in his habits and in his person. That was due to his coming from 
countries in which the standard of cleanliness was unhappily very low, Some time 
ago a young Russian nobleman accompanied him on his visits to some of the worst 
tenements inhabited by the Jewish poor ; and he declared that they were superior 
to the hovels tenanted by the moujik in his own country. He was aware that in 
Booth Street Buildings and some other localities there was a great lack of cleanli- 


ness, but that was due to the inadequate number and bad construction of the sani- 


tary conveniences, evils for which surveyors and sanitary inspectors should be made 
responsible rather then the poor inmates. He had no hesitation in asserting that 
within a comparatively short period the foreigners became civilised, mainly through 
their children, who were carefully trained in the great Free School, the Infant 
School and the Board Schools, and who thus became Anglicised in both speech and 
habits. It was of interest to note how Polish children, who had artived quite 


uncouth, ignorant of a word of English, become civilised and clean within a few 


months, and long before they left school they were able to speak the English 
language as though they had been born here. He entirely dissented from Dr, 
Billing’s contention that the Jews did not conform to the Gentile living even to 


the second and third generation. Order and perfect quiet prevailed in the streets ' 


in which the Jewish poor lived, and drunkenness and brutal treatment of women 
and children were unknown amongst them. He did not wish to make out that 
class to be better than others, bat he contended that the lower class of the Poles 
was certainly not worse than a similar class belonging to other nationalities and 
denominations, He admitted that a very small minority were compelled to workon 
Satardays to keep themselves from starvation ; and that many tailoring operatives 
took back their work to the warehouse on that day, but the poor people should 
not be held responsible for this de‘ecration but their employers, He main- 
tained unhesitatingly that the scrupulousness and readiness to make sacrifices 
with which that class kept the Sabbaths and Festivals were beyond all 
praise. He denied that there were any prejudices between Jews and Gentiles, 
or that they were unwilling to live and to work together. He found that the 
Jews and Christians dwelt peacefully together in the Brunswick Buildings and in the 
blocks erected by the City Corporation. In the Brunswick Buildings there were 130 of 
each, and in the Charlotte de Rothschild dwellings there were 158 Jewish and 42 
Christian families. He had seen Christians labouring with perfect contentment in 
the Jewish workshops, and 0 per cent. of the masters to whom the lads were 
apprenticed by the Jewish Board of Guardians were Christians. 

The Rev, Dr. H. ADLER then replied to the questions put to him. 

By the CHAIRMAN : With respect to the remedies of the Sweating System he 
fully endorsed the recommendations that the Factory and Public Hea'ths Acts 
should be strictly enforced. There should be compulsory registration and due and 
effectual superv sion. He was glad that the Chairman more fully explainel that 
Dr. Billing did not intend speaking in disparaging terms as to the moral condition 
of the Jewish poor, as it was important that such correction should go forth, lest 
the Russian Government might turn round and assert that they were justified in 
deewing the Jews to be worthy of harsh treatment. He was certain that there 
was no organisation on the continent for sending Jews to this country. The people 
who came over were closely questioned, and not the remotest hint had ever been 
given that such organisations existed. He knew the parish of Spitalfields very well 
and visited many of the houses there, It was the case that the new arrivals could 
not speak English, and there were also considerable numbers who had been here 
some time who did not speak the languuge. 

By the Karl of ONsLow : He recommended that the occupiers of the Sweaters’ 
shops should be compelled to register. He could not say whether the same result 
would be obtained if those who gave out the work were compelled to keep a register 
of the people they gave work to, 

By Lord CLinton : He would impose a small and nominal fee for registration, 
principally in order that the inspector should visit the places and would inflict a 
fine for non-registration. 

By the CHAIRMAN: After the Jews resided here for some little time they 
amalgamated tolerably well with the Gentiles. They could not intermarry with 
them. He could not give any information as to the number of foreign Jews in 
London, There were other Jewish societies for relieving distre-s than the Board of 
Guardians, such as the Ladies’ Benevolent and Visiting Society, Lying-in Charity, 
Emigration Society, Jews’ Hospital and Homes for the Aged, but the Board of 
Guardians were undoubtedly the best authorities on Jewish distress. The rules 
of the Board of Guardians as to six months was generally observed, and immi- 


grants arriving quite destitute were generally looked after by their countrymen, | 


but cases of those who arrived penniless were very rare.

THE ANTI-JEWISH FEELING IN AUSTRIA. 


— 


It will be remembered that a short time ago, Herr von Schonerer, leader of 
the small Anti-Jewish party in the Austrian Reichsrath, forcibly entered the 
office of the Tageblatt, in company with some of his political associates, and 
assaulted the Editor and the members of his staff, most of whom were 
Jews. The assault was prompted by a premature publication of the 
death of the Emperor William, a mistake which was made by all the 
Viennese journals. The Neichsrath, having suspended the immunities 
from arrest enjoyed by a member, Herr von Schinerer was proceeded 
against in a police court, and sentenced to four months imprisonment, 
“ sharpened by two fast days a month,” also to a loss of political rights for five 
years, and to degradation from his rank as a nobleman. The sentence was con- 
firmed on Wednesday by the Court of Appeal. Many anti-Jewish partisans were 
assembled before the Court, but the soldiers and police kept them in check. 
When Herr von Schinerer appeared with his wife and son, he was enthusiastically 
cheered bythe crowd, which became so unruly that twenty arrests had to be 
mide. A similar demonstration took place in front of his house.

He regarded such Classes as filling what would be an important 
blank in the system of education if they did not exist. The establishment of Board 
Schools, and the attendance thereat of many hundreds of Jewish children threw on 
the community the necessity of supplementing the ordinary instruction given at 
those schools by the foundation of religious classes, Theoretically it was best 
that secular and religious instruction should be given by the same teachers, and 
there were abundant reasons for maintaining the existing excellent denominational 
schools. When Board Schools were first established it was thought that a death- 
blow would be given to the voluntary system of education, So little was this the 
case, that while the numbers at Board Schools were inoreasing from on to day, 
the numbers at the voluntary schools bad also considerabiy increased. This fact 
showed that the religious spirit was a strong element in English life, and by 
developing and fostering this spirit in every possible way the best thing could be 
done to create law-abiding and peace-loving citizens. Whilst large numbers of 
children were being educated in denominational schools, such as the Jews’ Free School, 
and other similar institutions which were supported partly by the liberality of the 
Government and partly by the liberality of the Jewish community, there still 
remained a large number of Jewish children who received instruction in the 
ordinary Board School. In those public schools, thanks to the wise legislation of 
the late Mr. W. E. Forster, children had the opportunity of receftving a sound 
secular education, and no interference was allowed or permitted with their religious 
opinions or convictions, Religious Classes, such as the ones at which they were 
present that day, were mainly called into existence for the benefit of Jewish chil- 
dren attending Board Schools. They represented the conviction of the Jewish’ 
community that religious instruction was a necessary part of any real 
education. The English Jews felt, and they were not alone in _ this 


feeling—for similar views existed among Jewish communities tbroughout | 


Europe—that education without religion was a one-sided training. It was a training 
of the brain, not of the heart, of the intellect, not of the emotions, and such a 
training could not fail to produce imperfect and crippled human beings. The Jewish 
religion was bound up with the history of the Jews and with their aspirations. For 
this reason Judaism was something more than the teaching of mere morality ; it 
endeavoured’ to bring the soul into closer communion with God. Sir Philip 
specially addressed the children. He impre:sed on them that if they wished 
to succeed in life, they should give the closest attention to the subjects taught them 
in ordinary school hours ; but at the same time they should take to heart the lessons

The annual Confirmation Ceremony at the West London Synagogue of British 
Jews, Berkeley Street, was held on ednesday afternoon, and notwithstanding 
the unfavourable weather, was largely attended. 

_ At the conclusion of the Afternoon Service, which was read by the Rev. A, 
Lowy, the confirmees, escorted by their parents or other relatives, advanced to the 
steps of the Ark, the choir meanwhile singing Psalm o. The confirmees then 
offered up in unison the confirmation prayer, and having brought this function to 
a close, they were addressed by 
| The Rey. Prof. MArKs. He said thaf at their age when life was in its bloom 
and youth was fresh, the desire expressed by them to make religion their com- 
panion for life, betokened considerable promise for the future. God grant that 
those sentiments might continue to adorn their later years, and to crown their de- 
clining age. The ceremonial of that day had not failed, as was apparent from 
their countenances, to appeal to their emotions. Confirmation wasa religious form 
and nothing more. It was but a means to an end, and that end could only be attained 


by fulfilling the prayer which his young friends had just uttered. Confirmation — 


implied that according’to Jewish traditions those who became confirmed were res- 
ponsible to themselves and to society for everything they did, whether right or 
wrong. At the tender age of his young friends, possessing as they did a very 


_ limited amount of knowledge, and having scarcely any experience, they stood in 


need of a monitor to guide them in the right path and to protect them from evil 
companions. Let them make religion their guide ; it would provea true friend, save 
them from danger, move them to acts of kindness and sympathy towards those with 
whom they came into contact, and would not let their judgment be prejudiced by 
differences of faith. In all their endeavours they would be cheerfully aided by 
their parents whose hearts yearned towards them with an affection by the side of which 
all other human sentiments were comparatively weak, The advice of their parents 
would prove to them of priceless value during the next few years; ata time when 
the standpoint of their education would have entirely changed they would need 
the counsel and guidance of those dearest to them. They might rely on it that the 
reminiscences of their happy times would stand them in good stead as they passed 
through the different phases of life, and would ward off from them many a pitfall, 
He spoke to them asanold man, who had had great experience. That experience taught 
him that nothing was so essential to young people as strength of character. They 
should always maintain the courage of saying and deing what they they believed 
to be good andright. He reminded them that they lived in an age when every 
branch of knowledge and science was so wide-spread as to be within the reach even 
of the children of the poor, They were particularly well situated. Happily their 
lot was cast in an age when the road to higher education instead of being closed 
to them on account of their religion, was brought within the grasp of every man 
and woman, Jew as well as Gentile. To cultivate a taste for literature was the 
duty of all; but to Jews and Jewesses it partook somewhat of a religious character, 
because it isan old Jewish maxim that the more the faculties of the mind were exer- 
cised, the more the feelings of the heart would be developed and improved, He was glad 
to see that girls were so well represented among the confirmees, because female piety 
had always been the strongest and most unassailable citadel of Judaism, As years 
parsed on they weuld have power to exercise considerable influence in their homes 
and in the circles in which they moved. He exhorted them to use that influence 
for lofty purposes, and to emulate the examples of those daughters of Israel who 
had shown an heroic attachment to their faith, and whose lives had formed the 
theme for many an effective poem. He also impressed on the boys that the home 
was the most fitting place for their training, and that if they fullowed the right 


path they would always be encircled by a halo of love, affection, and consideration. 


Having appealed to the confirmees to translate into practice the ideas which he 
had endeavoured to set before them, Prof, Marks openei the ark and solemnly 
received them as confirmed Jews and Jewesses, into the holy congregation “ Shaar 
Zion,” pronouncing in conclusion the sacerdotal benediction, | 

The confirmees then retired and the choir sang Psalm cl. The ceremony was 
shortly afterwards brought to a termination with the singing of Psalm ecxxi.

‘They were, however, not to be fulfilled, 
through the inscrutable ways of the Almighty, to whom they fervently prayed that 
He might guide the present ruler with wisdom, for the welfare of Germany and 
the peaceful development of Europe. 


EDINBURGH. 

A special service in memory of the late Emperor Frederick was held in the 
Edinburgh Synagogue on Saturday. The Rev. J. Fiirst delivered a sermon, taking 
as his text, ‘‘And when all the congregation saw that Aaron was dead, they 
mourned for him thirty days, even all the house of Israel” (Num. xx. 29). The 
Emperor Frederick, said the preacher, had striven to realise a career of public 
usefulness and benevolence. His sympathy with the oppressed, and the interest he 
manifested in them before and during his short reign was not confined to any one 
creed or race. His unvarying kindness, his active solicitude for his people's improve- 
ment, his watchful care for the preservation of peace and goodwill amongst them 
won for him the affec:ion of the world, Mr. Fiirst offered up an impressive prayer 
for the dead Sovereign and for his grief-stricken family, and he chanted the Z/ 
molé rachamim, as set to music by Herr Birnbaum of KOnigsberg.

_The National Convention for the purpose of organising a Jewish Publication 
Society was held on Sunday, Jane 3rd, at Philadelphia, and was attended by 2,000 
delegates, including about 30 ladies, The inception of the movement isdue to the 
Rev. Dr. Krauskopf, at whose suggestion a society of “ Knowledge Seekers” was 
organized by the young people of his temple. It was, however, decided to give 
the movement a broader and more national aim, and the cs-operation of well-known 
Philadelphians and friends of Jewish literature throughout the land being 
assured, it was reaolved to arouse into life a National Publication Society, After a 
prayer by the Rev. Dr. F. de Sola Mendes, the Convention was duly “ organised” by 
electing the Hon. S. W. Rosendale of Albany aa Chairman, and Mr. A. Eicholz of 
Philadelphia as Secretary. 
Society be founded ‘‘ whose object should be to issue, from time to time, publi- 


cations designed to foster a knowledge of Judaism, its essentials, its religion, its 
literature, and ita history, among the Jews oi the United States,” 


An animated 
discussion on the nomination of delegates, t> draw up aconstitution and bye-lawa. 
ensued, Dr, Gottheil warmly prot-sted against the omission of clergymen, Dr. 
Kohler and other ministera present joined in the protest, Eventually, oil was 
poured on the troubled waters, and the storm was allayed, chiefly through the 
telling speech of Mr, David Seller, who implored the Rabbis to show unity and 
t> co-operate. There was no intentioa to insalt anybody, All had come to aasist 


in spreading Jewish knowledge, and it was the Rabbis’ duty to lead in the move- - 


ment, and not to withdraw. A new Committee was finally appointed with several 
clergymen, including Dr, Gottheil, and after a short recess, the constitution and 
bye-laws were read by the Chairman, Mayer Sulzberger, which set forth the purposes 
of the Society to issue, from time to time, publications to promote a knowledge 
of Judaism, its elements, its literature and history, and to fuster original, research, 
After the inevitable banquet an evening session was held. 
Philadelphia was elected president, and the following as the executive Committee :

THE LONDON HOSPITAL. 


On Tuesday last a crowded meeting was held at the Bow and Bromley [usti 
tute, Bow Road, to consider the work done by the London Hospital, and to 
invite working men “ to assist the management in their endeavours to maintain the 

resent efficacy of the Hospital by Clubs and Subscriptions amongst themselves,’’ 
he Right Hon. Hugh C. E. Childers, M.P., presided. : 

Mr. SAMUEL MonTaAao, M.P.,in seconding a resolutioa pledging the meeting 
to support the Hospital, said that he was very eager t» serve the interests of the 
London Hospital, where the priceless jewels of compassion and kindness were ever 
extended to the sick and the suffering. His exp>rienca of the Hospital went back 
as far as the year 1847, when he had visited sick frienda, and since that time he 
had an opportunity of contrasting the surroundings of a poor patient whom he had 
visited, lying sick in his home and later in the London Hospital, where he received 
every comfort and skill that sciencs could afford, aud was attended as well as the 
wealthiest in the land, That man woald not have gone to the London Hospital 
had it not been for the broad philanthropy of the authorities in providing for the 
special requirements of Jews. It had been frequently proposed to establish a special 
Jewish hospital, bat he had always opposed the scheme, as sickness and disease were 
not sectarian, and he considered that such an institution as the London Hospital 
admirably supplied the need, and should be amply supported, He did not believe 
that there was a man or woman in the Jewish community who would willingly 
withhold help from that great hospital. A ball had been held in his owa constituency 
in Whitechapel, by means of which nearly £500 had been realized, He would draw 
the attention of the working classes to the East London Association for Promoting 
Life-governorships to Hospitals, If societies of a similar character were formed in 
different neighbourhoods, and about 1,200 members contributed sixpence per month 
a life-governorship might be drawn every month, and probably one or two working 
men would eventually be elected to the management. Such a plan as that would 
ensure the London Hospital £300 or £400 a year from each of such organisations, 
and there should be one established in every division of East London, As there 
were fourteen divisions something like £5,000 a year would be added to the funds, 
He was opposed to the Hospitals receiving state aid, something broader was required 
in the treatment of the sick than “ red-tape,” and he considered that the working 
clacses would be the losers by state-aid, as the first-class physicians would not haye 
the same incentive to work eo well gratuitously as they had under the voluntary 
system, The London Hospital was a medical school of the very best kind, the 
medical students ani nurses were trained in a most practical way, and the know- 
ledge thus gained ereninnry spread all over the metropolis, and probably in every 
quarter of the empire. hese facts were strong arguments in favour of an 
extended support to the London Hospital. He earnestly appealed to all present to 
assist the iostitution in every possible way, and to form aid societies in order toplace 
it on a more solid foundation than it then rested upon, They would thus testify 
to their approval of its management, give renewed courage and satisfaction to 
those who carried on the good work, and prevent any pos-ible restriction of its 
usefulness, (Cheers).

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THE FABLES OF BIDPAT. 


The Earliest English Version of the Fables of Bidpai: “The Morall Philosophie of 
Doni,’ by Sir Tuomas NortH, Whilom of Peterhouse, Cambridge, Now again 
edited and induced by Joseru Jacons, late of St, John’s College, Cambridge, 
(D, Nutt, 1888). 

The amazing versatility which is so remarkable a characteristic of Mr. Joseph 
Jacobs is well illustrated by his present addition to the Bibliothéque de Carabas. 
The subject dealt with in the introduction, the origin and diffusion of foik-tales, 
is one that only specialists can handle with effect, but Mr. 
Jacobs writes with the insight and knowledge of three specialists rolled 
into one. From title-page and dedication to the Finis, which one reaches with 
considerable regret, there are the clearest evidences that Mr. Jacobs's heart was 
in his work. Tho result is a whole which .is a “ thing of beauty,” whether 
regarded from an external or an internal point of view. The type, paper, margins, 
binding and quaint illustrations make it a pleasure to take “The Fables of 
Bidpai ” into one’s hand ; the interest of the inquiries suggested, the fascination 
of the fables told, make it a pain to put the book down. 

Mr. Jacobs's interesting ‘lecture on the “Jowish Diffasion of Folk-tales,’’ 
recently given before the Jews’ College Literary Society and republished in full 
in these columns, contained so complete an account of the Fables of Bidpai that 
there can be no necessity for a further description on the present occasion. The 
literary interest inthe Fables is, howeve1, so surpassingly great that we may 
venture to indicate some of the problema involved by the collection. Mr. 
Jacobs rightly suggests in his Preface that his chief original contribution to the 
controversy lies in his endeavour to show that “ the illustrations of the Fables 
were regarded as an integral part of the text and were ‘ translated,’ so to speak, 
along with it.” Originating, according to the theory of Benfey, in Buddhist Birth 
Stories, they were, as Mr. Jacobs tells us, “ re-framed "’at about the period 200- 
HOO A.D., at a time when Buddhism was in its decadence, and Brahmanism in the 
ascendant. It isimpossible for us to follow the curious, almost mythically mar- 
vellous, fortunes of the Fables in Western lands. One fact stands out promi- 
nently, viz., that though originally collected, if not invented, in the interest of 
one particular religious sect, the Fables were rapidly adopted into the moral 
literature of all the leading religions of the world. “ Originated in Buddhism, 
it was adopted by Brahmanism, passed on by Zoroastrianism to Islam, which 
transmitted it to Christendom by the mediation of Jews.” Steinschneider, as 
Mr. Jacobs notes, mentions an account of the first Arabic translation of the fables 
from the Pehlevi, which would make a Jew responsible for that important piece 
of work. Whether this story be historical or not, Mr. Jacobs ingeniously seizes 
on a pore in lon Ezra’s narrative in confirmation of his theory as to the tradi- 
tional illustrations of the Fables. Some of these stories were sculptured 
round the Buddhist shrines ; the Arabic MSS. contain in some cases the actual 
illustrations, in others indications that they ought to be there. The Hebrew 
version docs not contain illustrations, but it supplies a list of the subjects of 
illustrations obviously occurring in the original from which R. Joel produced his 
version. Mr. Jacobs has taken the trouble to compare the list referred to in the 
Hebrew with the illustrations actually given in the Latin translation, of which 
the former was the basis, and a striking resemblance is the result of the com- 
parison of the two series. There is therefore little room for doubt that illustra- 
tions of some kind occurred in the earliest forms of the Fables, at least in the 
Indian, Arabic, and Hebrew. It is not, of course, clear that the illustrations were. 
identical in all eases, and Mr. Jacobs does not inform us whether the illustrations 
of De Sacy’s Arabic MSS. are the same as those contained in the Latin. ‘Phis is 
a most important point, and its investigation might be, as Mr. Jacobs says, 
productive of interesting results ; in the meantime we must suspend judgment 
as to the validity of the “ traditional illustration” theory, but we may freely admit 
that it is undoubtedly at once novel and attractive. 

Mr. Jacobs, in his account of the origin of folk-tales, seems in the main at 
one with Mr. Andrew Lang, whose theories, subject, of course, to constant 
modification, will, we think, eventually establish themselves as the best. 
‘common sense” explanation. He docs not accept Benfey’s derivation of all 
folk-tales from the Orient, and indeed few can be prepared nowadays to go that 


length. “ Altogether,” concludes Mr. Jacobs, “we shall not be far out if we 


restiict the proportion of Oriental tales among the folk-tales of Western Kurope 
to one in ten.” In fact, despite Benfey’s immense erudition, his theory was only 
possible in the then incomplete state of knowledge. Folk-tales from many parts of 


the world are being every day added to the already long list, and the new-comers | 


have opencd ont perfectly fresh possibilities as to the origin and diffasion of certain 
well-known features of popular stories. The interesting collection of Egyptian 
tales published-by M. Maspero and so cleverly utilised by Mr. Lang must also be 


mentioned in thisconnection. The result is, onc almost feels inclined to declare, 


rimple chaos among the theories ; but Mr, Jacobs supplics some highly interesting 
remarks on al! these distracting possibilities, THis identification of an incident 
in Uncle Remus with a Buddhist story is striking; but we could not hope to do 
full justice to Mr. Jacobs’s scholarly introduction without quoting page after. 
page from it. It must suflice if we but barely allude to his account of the importance 
of North's English translation in the history of English literature, but we cannot 
eonclade without directing attention to the useful and extraordinarily complete 
table which closes the Introduction, and which, if we remember rightly, excited 
eo much curiosity when exhibited at Jews’ College. Mr. Jacobs has reminded
